The following editorial was written 
by B. F. Shaw, then as now chief edi­ 
tor of T h e D i x o n T e l e g 
r a p h , forty- 
seven years tiro; after listening to the 
famous 
Lincoln-Douglas debate at 
Freeport. At that time It may have 
had 
the appearance of excessive 
flattery, but now it has the pleasing 
indication ;ot & propheoy. regarding 
Lincoln. 
It must be remembered in 
the readiDg the editorial that ,tbe 
wrlterj was then in the youthful con­ 
dition of intellectual gush and not 
matured and dignified as at present. 
However, the praise of Lincoln is not 
too great for later developmeuts. 


L t n u o l n - D o u g 
l a s D e h a t e . 
Last1! Friday the Ltncoln-Douglas 
debate at 
Freeport, was a grand, 
occasion for the republicans of Illi­ 
nois; one-tha t no one that loves the 
political principles for which we con­ 
tend need be at all ashamed. 
These discussions between the great 
republican and democratic 
leaders 
are looked upon with intense inter­ 
est not only by the people of Illinois 
but by the whole nation. The polit­ 
ical eye, especially of the northern 
people, is directed toward our state. 
Douglas’ and Lincoln’s speeches are 
copied; in the papers of New York 
and other eastern cities and reprinted 
and circulated by republicans through­ 
out the north; for the people believe 
the principles advanced by Lincoln 
will stand the cruicible, or any test, 
which may be given them by demc- 
cratiolorators from Maine to Texas. 
One of the largest gatherings which 
was ever held in the state assembled 
at Freeport on Friday to hear the 
champions of the two great parties. 
The concourse can be well imagined 
when we state that nine crowded 
passenger cars passed through Dtxon, 
taking on many here, and sixteen ran 
into that city from the east on the 
Galena 
and 
Chicago 
railroads. 
Others came from the north and west. 
The assemblage at Freeport was var­ 
iously estimated at from eight to 
twelve thousand 
The discussion was arranged so that 
Lincoln led oil in a speech of an 
hour in length and Douglas replied 
In an answer of an hour and a half, 
then the former closed, occupylug 
thirty minutes. 
Mr. Linooln on the occasion effect 
ually answered the interrogatories 
put poihim in the debate at Ottawa 
a day or two previous by Mr. Doug 
las 
These questions by which the 
little 
giant threateningly boasted 
that he would “ trot” Abe down into 
Egypt, were answered in a manner 
which clearly indicated that Lincoln 
stands upon the same safe platform 
whloh Clay, J efferson, J ay, Webster 
and the founders of our government 
stood 
regarding 
the questions at 
issue. He did not wish to interfere 
with slavery in the states where it 
existed but protested earnestly against 
its further extension. 
Then Mr. Lincoln put a few per­ 
tinent interrogatories to his oppo 
nent which so bothered the “ Little 
Giant” as to cause him to turn another 
complete political sommersault, The 
leading question was whether Doug 
las would acquiesce in a decision of 
the Supreme Court which by virtue 
o! the Constitution slavery existed 
legally in the states as well as the 
territories; and could not, therefore, 
be abolished anywhere in the United 
States by the people? That was a 
puzzlerlfor Mr. Douglas to answer 
and he could not very satisfactorily 
to himself answer the question with 
a plain yes or no; but evaded the 
interrogatory by saying that suoh a 
decision from the Supreme Court of 
the United* States was impossible! 
Thatjwas considered decidedly cool 
on tbelpart of Senator Douglas, when 
he must fhave known that suoh a 
doctrlae had been advanced and ad 
vocated in the affirmative by the 
leaders; of democracy; and virtually 
by theBadministration, through its 
organ, the^Washington “ Union.” 
W hen asked if the people of a ter­ 
ritory could exclude slavery before 
forming a State Constitution, Doug­ 
las answered that the people had 
that power; snd thereby repudiated 
his formerlacquiescence, (see Chicago 
speech), in the Dred Scott decision. 
When a man who has the credit of 
being a statesman dodges abou tin this 
manneribowfare we to know where to 
find him? 
After Mr. Douglas had finished, 
Mr. Lincoln occupied bis half hour 
in most effectually clinching his main 
speech. 
We do not remember of 
hearing the sophistry and mistate- 


ments of a speaker more fully spread 
out before an audience than 
did 
Lincoln expose those of Douglas in 
his rejoinder. His sarcasm was, in 
the half hour’s talk, however, exceed­ 
ingly 
refined and polished though 
severely cutting. 
We could not but 
notice the marked difference between 
the two speakers on this occasion; 
and it was noticed by even democrats. 
Douglas was somewhat course, blus­ 
tering and insulting in this language; 
frequently addressing Mr. Lincoln’s 
friends.as “ Black Republicans.” while 
Lincoln was calm, dispassionate—us­ 
ing the most gentlemanly language 
in all his speech; addressing the listen­ 
ers frequently, as “ my friends.” No 
one 
there of the 
many 
listen­ 
ing could fail to notice his honest, 
candid, earnest and straight forward 
manner of speaking. 
The senator in a previous debate 
boastingly said, that when he “ got” 
Mr. Lincoln “ down In Egypt” he 
would “ bring him to his milk.” 
* 
J udging from the Freeport debate 
we are inclined to the thought that 
when “ Little Giant” gets Uncle Abe 
Lincoln In the Milky way -(the Sena­ 
tor, unwittingly, recalling his mythol­ 
ogy exalts his antagonist to the starry 
constellations after the manner of the 
ancients in disposing of their departed 
good and great men)—tnen he may 
find that the name of Lincoln will be­ 
come one of the brightest stars in the 
galaxy of American historical charac­ 
ters. 
When the debate had closed, the 
vast assemblage gathered in front of 
the Brewster House, where they lis­ 
tened to one of the ablest impromptu 
speaches we ever heard. It was the 
talk of Mr. Owen Lovejoy.
